OK Tollroads 


Tax-Supported Highway 
Setup Said Failure 


EVANSVILLE, Ind. (*) — Five 
mid western governors 
b e l i e v e 
b uilding tollroads is the quickest 
way to provide the nationwide net­ 
work of ex pressways 
asked 
b y 
President Eisenhower. 
Tax supported roads, the gov­ 
ernors said after a traimportation 
conference here yesterday, are 
inadequate in the face of the 
rapidly growing numb er of autos. 
“ Their failure is b est demon 
strated b y the pressing and urgent 
prob lems we have on our highways 
today,” their statement said.

Toll Shows Drop 
COLUMBUS GB—The state de­ 
partment of highway safety report­ 
ed today that 120 persons died in 
Ohio traffic accidents in January 
this year compared to 165 killed 
during the same month in 1954.

Thailand Hosts Meet 
Studying Red Aims 


BANGKOK (JI—Delegates assem­ 
bling today for the Southeast Asia 
Treaty conference centered their 
attention on two main topics—set­ 
ting up a joint military force for 
Southeast Asia and economic help 
for countries threatened by Com­ 
munist infiltration. 
Both projects took on urgent 
meaning with reports of Commu­ 
nist activities in Laos and is Red 
China’s Yunnan province, both 
just outside Thailand, the host 
country. 
The conference of eight nations 
opens tomorrow. Represented are 
the United States, Britain, France, 
Australia, New Zealand, the Philip­ 
pines, Pakistan and Thailand.

Short Seller Shows 
Increase Recently; 
Condition Studied 


NEW YORK (tf—The bulls and 
bears are taking a holiday today. 
Wall Street is left pretty much to 
f^ e rumor mongers—who haven’t 
been taking any holidays at all of 
late. 
The ranks of the bears have 
been growing, apparently. There 
was a notable rise between mid- 
January and mid-February in the 
short interest on the New York 
Stock Exchange. On the American 
Stock Exchange there was a slight 
drop, although the total now is 
Almost twice what it was a year 
ago. 
The short interest is the total of 
stocks that traders have “ borrow­ 
ed” from brokers and sold at pres­ 
ent prices in the expectation of 
replacing them later by buying 
them at a lower price. 
The short seller, in other words, 
is betting that prices will fall. If 
they do, he makes a profit. If 
prices of the stocks he has bor- 
t$w ed and must replace should 
rise instead, the trader is caught 
in a squeeze, has to buy at the 
higher price and loses money. 
The stock exchange reports that 
almost three million shares have 
been sold short. 
Most of these 
doubtless represent the guess of 
individual traders that these parti­ 
cular issues are due for a price 
tumble. But not all of them. 
There are other reasons that 
ground the end of the year a 
sizable portion of such selling is for 
tax reasons. 
Sometimes short selling is for 
purposes of hedging. A trader may 
have some stock he likes and 
wants to keep his position in, for 
any number of reasons. He sells 
other stock of this same issue 
short. If the price rises, he loses 
un the short sales but gains on 
the stock he originally held—and 
^1 evens off. If the price drops, 
he loses on his original stock but 
makes it back on his short interest. 
Thus he has hedged, keeping the 
stocks he wanted without any loss 
through price fluctuation—just as 
grain processors do on the Board 
of Trade. 
Big short interest on the ex­ 
change indicates that many bears 
are looking for a drop in prices, 
at least in the particular issues in 
hAhich they have taken a short posi­ 
tion. But the bulls take a lot of 
comfort from it, too. 
They figure this way: 
If the 
price starts falling the shorts will 
buy to get their profit. This buy­ 
ing will steady the price, If the 
price starts rising, the shorts w'ill 
buy to halt their losses, and this

Valley Forge alone would have 
b roken the spirit of an ordinary man. 
Washington was inevitab ly a nationalist 
b ecause that is what he was fighting for— 
the estab lishment of an independent na­ 
tion. Throughout the military campaign he 
complained that the b est talents in the 
country were devoting themselves to local 
affairs instead of to the nation. In his great 
speech to the officers in Newb urgh, New 
York, who were at the point of mutiny b e­ 
cause they were so long unpaid and un­ 
provided for, he said: 
. .And let me conjure you, in the name 
of our common country, as you value your 
own sacred honor, as you respect the 
rights of humanity, and as you regard the 
I military and national character of Amer 
ica, to express your utmost horror and de­ 
testation of the man who wishes, under 
any specious pretences, to overturn the 
lib erties of our country,- and who wicked­ 
ly attempts to open the flood gates of civil 
discord, and deluge our rising empire in 
b lood.. .’* 
In his Circular to the States of June 8 , 
178 3, the Revolutionary War having .b een 
won, Washington set forth four fundamen­ 
tals for the estab lishment of a successful 
America: 
‘There are four things, which I humb ly 
conceive, are essential to the well b eing, I 
m ay even venture to say, to the existence 
of the United States as an independent 
power: 
1st. An indissolub le Union of the States ; 
under one Federal head. 
“2dly. A sacred regard to pub lic justice, i

AT DANGER POINT 
TAX EXPERTS of a Boston b ank esti­ 
mate that comb ined federal, state and lo­ 
cal taxes take $90 b illion of the people’s 
money each year, which is 30 per cent of 
national income. Twenty-five per cent was 
regarded as the limit in relation to nation­ 
al health. The nation is now b eyond t h e 
limit. In 1929, b efore the world fell apjart, 
the take was only 12 per cent of national 
income. 
In 1929 the federal government took 34 
per cent of total tax income and now gets 
75 per cent. This has pinched state and lo­ 
cal governments drastically. Growing cit­ 
ies especially, in need of more revenue to 
provide services, rely heavily on property

taxes which are climb ing steeply. 
T here‘is no escape from b ig b udgets at 
the federal level, and at state and local 
levels where population increases rapidly, 
the only possib le safeguards are economy 
within essential programs and the lopping 
off of all non-essentials. The units of gov­ 
ernment which do not practice the utmost 
in economy, without denying the people the 
services they expect and need, are headed 
for troub le.

Mumps More Dangerous 
Tp Adults than Children

It seldom strikes children under 
the age of two, although there 
have b een cases of mumps even 
In newb orn b ab ies. Males re­ 
portedly suffer mumps more often 
than do females. 
Although more prevalent In 
children, this disease poses a more 
serious threat to adults when 
they are stricken. Most cases, 
however, are so mild that ab out 
one-third of the persons who 
catch mumps recover without 
knowing they actually had the 
disease.

When Symptoms Appear 
Symptoms usually appear b e­ 
tween two and three weeks after 
exposure to the mumps virus.

During the pain­ 
ful stage, your diet, of course, 
should consist mainly of soups 
and other liquids or soft foods 
which can b e easily eaten. 
Always consult your doctor. If 
you need sedatives, he can give 
you phenob arb ital, or he may pre­ 
scrib e analgesics such as codeine 
or acetylsalicylic acid. 
Since complications are not 
prevented b y a long stay in b ed, 
you can get up once your temper­ 
ature has returned to norma).

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AT DANGER POINT

The units of gov­ 
ernment which do not practice the utmost 
in economy, without denying the people the 
services they expect and need, are headed 
for trouble. 


*WE MEAN BUSINESS* 
UNSETTLED w o r l d conditions — the 
Russian menace, that is—speeded the four- 
year conscription extension bill through 
the House of Representatives. Red China’s 
bellicosity and the significance of the up­ 
heaval in the Kremlin impressed Congress 
with the urgency of the situation. 
This was summed up by Rep. Dewey 
Short of Missouri, ranking Republican 
member of the Armed Services Commit­ 
tee, who declared: “We must serve notice 
on our enemies that we mean business.” 
The increased role of the red army in 
the ruling clique in Moscow, and the reit­ 
erated emphasis on heavy arms production 
leave little doubt that these objectives will 
ultimately be redoubled antagonisms to­ 
ward the West. 
There may be a lag before the new dic­ 
tator can pick up all the pieces, and it is in 
this temporary vacuum that the U n i t e d 
States must improve its own defenses. 


APRES LE DELUGE 
THE FRENCH, who normally keep a re­ 
spectful distance from water — the table 
service kind — suddenly found themselves 
up to their knees in the liquid. 
In a rare show of caprice, most of the 
country’s rivers bounded over their banks, 
giving the French something else to talk 
about besides politics. In Paris the Seine 
sloshed into the city, putting a damper on 
the capital of gaiety where wet blankets 
are normally frowned upon.

A whole generation 
has grown up without having had to put up 
with a deluge. French governments have 
been toppled for less. 


George E. Sokol skys 
These Days 


The men who formed this nation were 
extraordinarily well-read, experienced and 
wise. It is a curiosity in history that dur­ 
ing and after a revolution, so much talent 
should have been joined in such bodies as 
the committee that prepared the Declara­ 
tion of Independence or the assembly that 
wrote the Constitution of the 
United 
States. These men chose George Washing­ 
ton of Virginia, first as their military lead­ 
er and then as President of the United 
States. 
Washington espoused the cause of free­ 
dom from the very beginning and he never 
wavered, no matter what the disappoint­ 
ments. Valley Forge alone would have 
broken the spirit of an ordinary man. 
Washington was inevitably a nationalist 
because that is what he was fighting for— 
the establishment of an independent na­ 
tion. Throughout the military campaign he 
complained that the best talents in the 
country were devoting themselves to local 
affairs instead of to the nation. In his great 
speech to the officers in Newburgh, New 
York, who were at the point of mutiny be­ 
cause they were so long unpaid and un­ 
provided for, he said: 
“. . .And let me conjure you, in the name 
of our common country, as you value your 
own sacred honor, as you respect the 
rights of humanity, and as you regard the 
military and national character of Amer­ 
ica, to express your utmost horror and de­ 
testation of the man who wishes, under 
any specious pretences, to overturn the 
liberties of our country, and who wicked­ 
ly attempts to open the flood gates of civil 
discord, and deluge our rising empire in 
blood. . .” 
In his Circular to the States of June 8, 
1783, the Revolutionary War having .been 
won, Washington set forth four fundamen­ 
tals for the establishment of a successful 
America: 
‘There are four things, which I humbly 
conceive, are essential to the well being, I 
may even venture to say, to the existence 
of the United States as an independent 
power: 
“ 1st. An indissoluble Union of the States 
under one Federal head. 
“2dly. A sacred regard to public justice. 
“3dly. The adoption of a proper peace 
establishment, and 
“4thly. The prevalence of that pacific 
and friendly disposition, among the people 
of the United States, which will induce 
them to forget their local prejudices and 
policies, to make those mutual concessions 
which are requisite to the general pros­ 
perity, and in some instances, to sacrifice 
their individual advantages to the interest 
of the community.” 
Explaining Point One, he said: 
“ . . .altho’ it may not be necessary or 
proper for me in this place to enter into 
a particular disquisition of the principles 
of the Union, and to take up the great 
question which has been frequently agit­ 
ated, whether it be expedient and requis­ 
ite for the States to delegate a larger pro­ 
portion of power to Congress, or not, yet 
it will be a part of my duty, and that of 
every true patriot, to assert without re­ 
serve, and to insist upon the following po­ 
sitions, that unless the States will suffer 
Congress to exercise those prerogatives, 
they are undoubtedly invested with by the 
Constitution, every thing must very rap­ 
idly tend to anarchy and confusion. . .’* 
George Washington’s profound religious 
attitude appears in this Circular to the 
States, which ends on this prayer:

DIET AND HEALTH 
Mumps More Dangerous 
Tp Adults than Children 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
IF you or your children are 
going to catch mumps this year, 
it’s about time for the first symp­ 
toms to appear. Mumps Is pretty 
much a cold weather disease, 
with the majority of cases occur­ 
ring in Winter and Spring. 


Likely Victims 
Most likely candidates for this 
contagious disease %re children 
between the ages of five and 15. 
It seldom strikes children under 
the age of two, although there 
have been cases of mumps even 
in newborn babies. Males re­ 
portedly suffer mumps more often 
than do females. 
Although more prevalent in 
children, this disease poses a more 
serious threat to adults when 
they are stricken. Most cases, 
however, are so mild that about 
one-third of the persons who 
catch mumps recover without 
knowing they actually had the 
disease. 


W hen Symptoms Appear 
Symptoms usually appear be­ 
tween two and three weeks after 
exposure to the mumps virus. In­ 
cubation periods as short as three 
days, and as long as 30, have been 
reported. 
The first sign probably will be 
a dull, aching pain near your ear 
or cheek, usually only on one side. 
Movement of your jaws, or cold 
substances in your mouth, may 
make the pain worse. 
Sometimes the pain Is pre­ 
ceded by chills, headache, fever 
or loss of appetite. In mild at­ 
tacks, you may have no fever. 
Usually, though, your tempera­ 
ture will climb to about 102 de­ 
grees by the second or third day. 
It might go as high as 104. 


A few hours after you notice 
pain, your parotid gland, below 
and in front of your ear, will be­ 
gin to swell. The hollow just under 
the ear lobe will fill In first. Then 
the swelling will spread to the 
entire side of your face, and may­ 
be the other side, too. You can 
feel the hard swelling which 
covers part of the jawbone by 
running your fingers back and 
forth over the back portion of the 
jawbone. Sometimes the swelling 
spreads to other saliva glands. ' 
Within a week to IO days, both 
the swelling and the fever usually 
begin to subside. 
Stay in Bed 
If you've got mumps, you should 
be kept In bed and isolated from 
the rest of your family. You may 
get some relief by using either hot 
or cold applications on the swol­ 
len parotid area. During the pain­ 
ful stage, your diet, of course, 
should consist mainly of soups 
and other liquids or soft food* 
which can be easily eaten. 
Always consult your doctor. If 
you need sedatives, he can give 
you phenobarbital, or he may pre­ 
scribe analgesics such as codeine 
or acetylsalicylic acid. 
Since complications are not 
prevented by a long stay In bed, 
you can get up once your temper­ 
ature has returned to normal. 
I’ll tell you more about the com­ 
plications and what you can do 
about them in my next column. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
N. N.: Can a neuroses cause 
ulcerative colitis? 
Answer: There is some evidence 
that nervous disorders have a re­ 
lationship to ulcerative colitis. 
However, the exact cause for this 
condition has not, as yet, been 
discovered.

Unwilling to admit the ladder’s 
ailute had killed their chance to 
escape, the convicts held on, airily 
demanding a car to take them 
through the gates as state troopers

I same group five times in 1952, 
swearing to tell the truth when 
he gave information about people. 
Yesterday he raised his right 
hand in the Senate Office Build­ 
ing’s huge and crowded caucus 
room and loudly, like an exhibi­ 
tionist. swore to tell the truth.

Yanks Learning How To Live 
And Fight In Frigid Arctic 


BIG DELTA, Alaska, Feb. 22 UP 
—On some tomorrow the United 
States may have to fight a war in 
Alaska, a vast and empty land of 
blood-congealing cold and paralyz­ 
ing winds. 
' 
Russians have occupied the arc­ 
tic and subarctic much longer than 
Americans. They know' how to live 
—and fight—there. 
The United States is now en­ 
gaged in a grim program to equip 
its military men with knowledge 
and 
machines 
that will enable 
them to live and fight as well; 
or perhaps better. 
It’s a tremendously costly un­ 
dertaking. 
Modernizing 
Alaskan 
defenses alone will cost at least 
600 million dollars by estimate of 
the Army Corps of Engineers. 
The 
undertaking 
is 
a 
brutal 
proving ground for both men and 
machines. Both are being tested 
at this big base in the flat valley 
of the Tanana River, where the 
winter

ground, called permafrost. Troops 
sink to their waists. Vehicles bog. 
Tem peratures as high as IOO de­ 
grees have been recorded at Fort 
Yukon, north of here. 
But it is the winter that saps 
strength, immobilizes and kills. 
Experts estimate that for each 
degree of temperature below zero 
the combat efficiency of a soldier 
decreases 2 per cent. Thus, there 
is a point where the effort of the 
soldier must be devoted entirely to 
keeping alive. He has nothing left 
for fighting. 
The 
Army is 
attempting, 
by 
training and by new equipment, to 
modify this impact of cold on the 
soldier's efficiency. 
The primary lesson taught the 
newly arrived student at the arctic 
indoctrination school is that man 
can live in the worst weather the 
frigid zone can produce—if he has 
the right clothing, shelter, food and 
technique. 
No man ever is allowed to ven­ 
ture 
out 
alone. 
But 
in 
small 
groups students travel out from 
the warm barracks and classrooms 
of Big Delta by ski and snowshoes 
onto the barrens and into the j 
woods. 
They 
learn 
that 
loose-fitting 
layers of clothes, with air spaces 
between 
layers 
and 
within 
the 
cloth itself, keep in body warmth. 
up 
i The same goes for the 10-man 
tents used in the field; the outside 
layer is water-repellent, with an 
inside lining, loosely attached to 
the outside, to form insulation. 
They learn too that cold can be 
unbearable, even with the warm­ 
est clothing, when it is accompa­ 
nied by wind. At 60 below zero with 
a 5 m.p.h. wind, the skin freezes

But at only 25 be­ 
low zero with a 25 m.p.h. wind, 
exposed flesh freezes in the same 
time.. At 18 below zero with 35 
m.p.h. wind, travel on foot is im ­ 
possible 
Vehicles become problems in the 
extreme cold. Special lubricants 
must be used. Steel is made brit­ 
tle by subzero temperature. Trans­ 
missions shatter. Currently, the 
Army has in use only two types 
of over-snow vehicles, the Weasel 
and the Otter. Both are track-lay­ 
ing, like tanks, and both travel 
either on land or water. The dif­ 
ference is essentially in size. 
Some explosives become cranky 
and uncertain in bitter cold. Dyna­ 
mite and other nitroglycerin explo­ 
sives freeze about 20 below, be­ 
coming temperamental and dan­ 
gerous to handle. 
Firing tables for artillery must 
be changed in extreme cold to 
compensate for a difference in pro­ 
pellent charge effects. Blasts also 
cause ice fog, which shrouds gun 
positions in mist, hampering sight­ 
ing of positions. 
Even the usually simple process 
of finding your way becomes a 
major undertaking in the arctic 
wastes. For there are vast areas, 
without terrain features for land­ 
marks, and magnetic compasses 
are virtually useless in the shadow 
of the magnetic pole. 
Tests are now being made with 
portable gyrocompasses in which 
needles are held at true north by 
gyroscopes, and with a form of 
location indicator which informs 
a driver how far he has to go 
and in what direction he is head­ 
ing. 
Building and supply operations 
also run into monumental prob­ 
lems in the Far North. Labor and 
materials 
come 
high. 
Shipping 
costs reflect the necessity for long 
hauls through often dangerous wa­ 
ters.

GGP Senate seats “ most in dan­ 
ger” are those in Ohio, Colorado, 
Connecticut, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
Kansas, Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
and Wisconsin.
